THE MINISTER AND BIOGRAPHY 

Can you give a concise definition of 
the word “biography?” Here it is from 
a modern dictionary. Biography is “a 
written account of a person’s life, 
actions, and character.” Carlyle, the 
great English essayist, historian, and 
philosopher, said, “Biography is by 
nature the most universally profit- 
able, universally pleasant of all 
things.” 

“Abel, ... he being dead yet speak- 


@.::. Heb. 11:4. The Bible is undoubt- 


edly the greatest biographical book. 
Think of the biography of such char- 
acters as, Moses, Noah, Joshua, Ruth, 
David, Elijah, Esther, Job, Isaiah, Jer- 
emiah, Ezekiel, Daniel, Jonah, John 
the Baptist, Peter, John, and Paul, be- 
sides many more well-known as well 
as obscure but nevertheless illustrious 
characters in their role of Biblical 
biography. The biography of Jesus 
Christ can be read in the five well- 
known words “He went about doing 
good.” 

Certainly we all long to know more 
intimately the lives of the great and 
mighty preachers who have preceded 
us. In making acquaintance with 
them through their biographies and 
autobiographies, we come to know 
their frustrations, trials, courage, con- 
secration, and triumphs. Let us call 
the roll: Savonarola, Chrysostom, 
Augustine, Luther, Tyndale, William 
Law, Hugh Latimer, John Bunyan, 
John Wesley, George Whitfield, John 
Knox, George Fox, Spurgeon, Jona- 
han Edwards, Phillips Brooks, John 
B. Gough, D. L. Moody, Charles G. 
Finney, Henry Drummond, George W. 
Truett. Missionaries: William Carey, 
David Livingstone, Hudson Taylor, 
Adoniram Judson, Robert Morrison, 
James Chalmers, David Brainerd, 
John G. Paton, and many, many more 
never to be forgotten! As I write this, 
there comes to mind so very many 
mighty preachers of the gospel whom 
I did not name. Their lives still bless 
humanity for “their works do follow 
them.” 

We shall not wish to be satisfied in 
knowing only the lives of clergymen. 
We shall want an acquaintance with 
men and women from all walks of life 
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and, as far as possible, in all past ages, 
great women like Joan of Arc, Cath- 
erine Booth, Josephine Butler, Eliza- 
beth Fry, Francis Willard, Florence 
Nightingale, Jenny Lind, Harriet 
Beecher Stowe, Madame Curie, and 
Helen Keller; powerful governmental 
figures as those of George Washing- 
ton, Andrew Jackson, Abraham Lin- 
coln, Woodrow Wilson, and our late 
President Roosevelt. Add to this the 
names of famous poets, inventors, 
travelers, explorers, philanthropists, 
scientists, musicians, painters, et cet- 
era. 

There are certain biographies that 
we cannot afford to pass up since 
they represent the best ever written: 
Plutarch’s “Lives,” Benevenuto Cel- 
lini’s “Autobiography,” Boswell’s “Life 
of Johnson,” Lockhart’s “Life of Sir 
Walter Scott,” St. Augustine’s “Con- 
fessions,” and Franklin’s “Autobi- 
ography.” What enjoyment and profit 
in reading “Napoleon” (Ludwig), 
“Gibbon’s Autobiography,” “Carlyle” 
(Cromwell), “Caesar” (Froude), 
“John Knox” (Smith), “Lincoln The 
Unknown” (Carnegie), “Up From 
Slavery” (Booker T. Washington), 
“The Story of My Life” (Helen Kel- 
ler), “My Father in China” (Burke), 
“George Washington Carver” (Holt). 
This is not meant to be a comprehen- 
Sive list of what you will want to read. 
What is set forth here is meant to 
augment the awakening and stirring 
of our hearts to the love and pursuit 
of biographical knowledge. 

One of the finest sets of biographi- 
cal histories obtainable is “Beacon 
Lights of History,” fifteen volumes, by 
Dr. John Lord. All who own this set 
will agree that it is simply marvelous 
and that they would not part with it 
for any price unless another set was 
available. Another delightful discov- 
ery to ministers is any or all of the 
writings of Dr. Frank W. Boreham. 
Author of thirty-two books, he does 
some of the very best of biographical 
preaching in his “A Faggot of 
Torches,” “A Handful of Stars,” “A 
Casket of Cameos,” “The Temple of 
Topaz,” “A Bunch of Everlastings.” 
Dr. Clarence E. Macartney, pastor of 
the First Presbyterian Church, Pitts- 


burgh, Pa., one of the foremost 
preachers in America today, cannot be 
rivaled, in my opinion, in his bi- 
ographical sermons on Bible char- 
acters. His volumes on “Great Men 
and Great Women of the Bible” are 
superb! 

Biographical preaching is indeed a 
Biblical method and one of the most 
fascinating, educational, and soul- 
winning ministries available to all 
who will attempt it. Follow, for in- 
stance, the sermons of the world- 
famous Brooklyn pastor, Talmage, in 
his thrilling accounts of men and 
women through the ages, and you, 
also, will desire to marshal lives of 
both the good and sinful, to inspire 
and warn the congregation to which 
you minister. 

I have heard it iterated again and 
again, that “the gospel of Christ is 
not graveyard stories.” Ah, my breth- 
ren, can there be a gospel of Christ 
without the story of His grave? “The 
gospel of Christ is the power of God 
unto salvation to everyone that be- 
lieveth.” Yes, Christ’s gospel is ade- 
quate in all the vicissitudes of life. 
His gospel works and to hear of how 
men have triumphed even at the 
grave of those whom they loved and 
lost awhile, makes us brave to preach 
that He is ALL-SUFFICIENT in what- 
ever life may bring in all its experi- 
ences. 

Hear Spurgeon, the prince of 
preachers, who in life preached the 
all-sufficiency of Christ, questioned 
by one of his close friends on his 
deathbed after having bidden all 
farewell: “What word do you have 
now, that you are nearing the gates 
of death?” A smile wreathed his face 
and he said just four words, “Christ 
died for me!” Not only one minister’s 
testimony, but thousands, and in their 
biographies we get the story of their 
fruitful lives and victorious home- 
going. 

One of the human characteristics 
of our minds is that of limited know- 
ledge. “Now I know in part; but then 
shall I know even as I am also 
known.” Won’t heaven be wonderful, 
beyond our fondest hopes and imagi- 
nations! There we shall also be omnis- 
cient, knowing all things! What a 
glorious revelation of all the lives of 
those who have loved and served the 
Master in His vineyard! While we wait 
for His coming, let us enrich our min- 
istries by the lives of those who have 
gone before. We are all biographical 
preachers to some degree, but let us 
excell!

Though not de- 
scribed as to the immense propor- 
tions, we may know that the age end 
is very near. These things describe 
the movement of the world. The sin 
and wickedness of the world is des- 
cribed in these words: “Evil men and 
seducers shall wax worse and worse, 
deceiving, and being deceived,” 2 Tim. 
3:13. 
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Deeper Experiences of 
CSamous Christians 


I wish to take an opportunity to 
share with you my regard for a prized 
book. If some can be induced to read 
and own the book, I shall have done 
them a favor. It has sufficient merit 
and interest that one will want to re- 
read portions of it a number of times, 
and thus has a continued usefulness 
that justifies its purchase. 

The “Deeper Experiences of Famous 
Christians” are, according to the title 
page, “gleaned from their biographies, 
autobiographies and writings, by 
James Gilchrist Lawson, Evangelist.” 
The author states that “the great ob- 
ject of this book is to describe, in their 
own words so far as possible, the 
deepest spiritual experiences of the 
most famous Christians of all ages 
and climes.” He has searched in the 
libraries of America and Europe for 
the cream of Christian literature. He 
describes briefly the working of the 
Spirit in the Old Testament, New Tes- 
tament, and lives of early saints, and 
goes on to relate the deeper spiritual 
experiences of such men as Savonaro- 
la, Bunyan, Whitefield, Cartwright, 
Finney, Moody, and many others. The 
emphasis is constantly on the work of 
the Holy Spirit in these persons’ lives. 
Let me quote parts of a few para- 
graphs concerning the baptism of 
Charles G. Finney, in 1821, starting 
with a quotation from Finney’s own 
words: 

“But as I turned and was about to 
take a seat by the fire, I received a 
mighty baptism of the Holy Ghost. 
Without any expectation of it, with- 
out ever having the thought in my 
mind that there was any such thing 
for me, without any recollection that 
I had ever heard the thing mentioned 
by any person in the world, the Holy 
Ghost emedjan on me in a manner 
that seemedyan educational work and 
a careful definition and enforcement 
of Catholic doctrine.” 

The great men Luther, Zwingli, and 
Calvin were, of course, strongly op- 
posed to the first-mentioned three 
conditions, for they had started the 
objection in the first place, and also 
agreed quite closely in actively repu- 
diating the following doctrine: Au- 
thority of the Pope (as the represen- 
tative of Christ), priesthood and con- 
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fession of sins to the priest, authority 
of traditions, sale of indulgences, sal- 
vation through works and penances, 
monastic and ascetic ideal for Chris- 
tiantiy (meaning that they felt sal- 
vation should be joyous rather than 
sad), prayer to Mary and the saints, 
Holy Orders, and purgatory, as well as 
some others. 

At the conclusion of that work, I 
observed that virtually all of the re- 
formers, both Catholic and Protes- 
tant, agreed in one respect: One must 
live the moral standard he preaches. 
(This was in contrast to the rather 
widespread belief that a person could 
be used by God to bring salvation to 
others even though he himself was 
living in sin.) 

As for the Protestant reformers, 


they reached a very general agree- 
ment in the following respects: 

1. Repentance must be in the 
heart, and confession of sins to God. 

2. The work of Christ on the cross 
is the complete and final sacrifice for 
sin, and no good works of ours can 
have any merit or contribute in any 
way to salvation. 

3. The revelation of salvation 
through Christ is contained in the 
Bible to the exclusion of tradition, 
and the meaning of the Scripture is 
to be determined by reason and schol- 
arship, rather than by a dependence 
on official interpretations given by 
the Church. 


4. “Sooner or later the Reformers 
always came to the conclusion that 
the first great practical evil was the 
authority of the Pope... The papacy 
was contrary to Scripture, not simply 
because there were sundry texts 
against it, but chiefly because it was 
the center of a system which had 
been shown by experience to make 
void the righteousness of God re- 
vealed in the Scripture.”—Encyclope- 
dia of Religion and Ethics. 











CHURCH OF GOD

“Upon this rock I will build my 
church; and the gates of hell shall 
not prevail against it.” Matt. 16:18. 
Some people will say, “If we have the 
holiness or Church of God preachers 
come into our community, they will 
tear up our churches.” Now if I or 
any other preacher can tear up your 
church, it is not what it should be. I 
readily admit that false teachers cause 
a great deal of confusion in local 
churches, even in the Church of God; 
but, yet, I have not the least fear that 
the Church of God as a whole will ever 
be overthrown, as she was planted or 
builded or organized by Jesus Himself 
and He says she shall not be overcome. 

Let us see if we can find the Rock 
in the Bible that Jesus was referring 
to, for we are sure He had no refer- 
ence to Peter’s earthly body when He 
said, “Upon this rock I will build my 
church.” We find in 1 Sam. 2:2, “Nei- 
ther is there any rock like our God.” 
Also, in 2 Sam. 22:2, “And he said, 
The Lord is my rock, and my fortress, 
and my deliverer.” So we assume that 
it undoubtedly was the Word of God 
that Jesus was going to build His 
Church upon. We find in St. John 1:1, 


“In the beginning was the Word, and 
the Word was with God, and the Word 
was God.” V. 14, “And the Word was 
made flesh, and dwelt among us, (and 
we beheld his glory, the glory as of 
the only begotten of the Father,) full 
of grace and truth.” 


Next, we want to see something about 
the name of this church that Jesus 
was going to build. Isa. 62:2, “And the 
Gentiles shall see thy righteousness, 
and all kings thy glory: and thou shalt 
be called by a new name, which the 
mouth of the Lord shall name.” In 
verse one of this chapter, you will no- 
tice that His people were called Zion, 
as well as at many other places in the 
Old Testament; also, they were called 
Israel, and Stephen, in Acts 7:38, 
called it “the church in the wilder- 
ness.” But thanks be to the great God 
of the skies, she is no longer in the 
wilderness but is shining just like 
Isaiah said she would, in Isa. 2:2, 
“And it shall come to pass in the last 
days, that the mountain of the Lord’s 
house shall be established in the top 
of the mountains, and shall be exalted

‘What shall be the sign of thy com- 
ing...?” ; 

“And as he sat upon the mount of 
Olives, the disciples came unto him 
privately, saying, Tell us, when shall 
these things be? and WHAT SHALL 
THE SIGN OF THY COMING, and of 
the end of the world?” Matt. 24:3, or 
the “end of the age.” 

“And Jesus answered and said unto 
them, Take heed that no man deceive 
you. For many shall come in my name, 
saying, I am Christ; and shall deceive 
many. And ye shall hear of wars and 
rumors of wars: see that ye be not 
troubled: for all these things must 
come to pass, but the end is not yet. 
For nation shall rise against nation, 
and kingdom against kingdom: and 
there shall be famines, and pestilences, 
and earthquakes, in divers places. All 
these are the beginning of sorrows,” 
Matt. 24:4-8. 

There has been a world of “turmoil” 
in this long gap since Jesus talked to 
these disciples. And as He set out to 
answer their questions, He began to 
tell them what would take place in the 
world from then up to the time when 
the church would be taken out of the 
world, i.e., the rapture of the saints. 
Indeed it is a dark picture, but the de- 
vil being the prince of this world, or 
age, we cannot expect this age to be 
very bright—wars, earthquakes, pes- 
tilences, crime, famines, nation rising 
against nation, kingdom against king- 
dom, etc. The devil is the god of this 
age, or world. Eph. 6:12; 2 Cor. 4:3, 4; 1 
Peter 5:8; 2 Thess. 2:9. 

Note 2 Tim. 3:1-5, “This know also, 
that in the last days PERILOUS times 
shall come. For men shall be lovers of 
their own selves, COVETOUS, BOAST- 
ERS, PROUD, BLASPHEMERS, DIS- 
OBEDIENT TO PARENTS, UNTHANK- 
FUL, UNHOLY, WITHOUT NATURAL 
AFFECTION, TRUCEBREAKERS, 
FALSE ACCUSERS, INCONTINENT, 
FIERCE, DESPISERS OF THOSE 
THAT ARE GOOD, TRAITORS, 
HEADY, HIGHMINDED, LOVERS OF 
PLEASURE MORE THAN LOVERS 
OF GOD; having a form of godliness, 
but denying the power thereof: from 
such turn away.” These “fig leaves” 
are falling in our yard today, and of 
a truth they are the signs of a dying 
age. Speaking of lovers of _ pleasures, 
note: 177,000,000 people attend the 
movies in the U. S. A. every week, and 
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stay two hours; 11,000,000 of these are 
thirteen years of age and under, while 
we have 19,000,000 who attend Sunday 
School and stay one hour. What do 
they learn at the movies? Robbery, 
murder, lust love, divorce, adultery, 
fornication, drinking, SMOKING, etc. 
Yes, smoking! More than 20,000,000,- 
000 cigarettes were put out in the 
U.S.A. in June 1942. (Think of this, in 
one month!) Staggering, isn’t it? This 
great increase in cigarette sales is due 
to women smokers. Too, among these 
millions of movie-goers and cigarette- 
smokers, stand 1,350,000 girls selling 
liquor. Stand them side by side and 
they would extend a line one thousand 
miles. Think of this! Is it nothing to 
you? It should be something to you. 
This feeding arm from an evil octopus 
may have your girl or boy in this line 
soon. 

Every year, 65,000 girls are swept in- 
to the red-light districts of our cities. 
Every year, we have 50,000 registered 
unmarried mothers, in addition to 
many thousands unregistered. This is 
some more “fig leaves,” if you please! 
Here is what we have from J. Edgar 
Hoover, Chief of the G-Men. He has 
sounded the desperate alarm: “Hell 
has broken loose on the home front. 
The mothers of tomorrow are being 
made unfit for their God-given calling 
by the forces of debauchery loose in 
our land.” 

Dan Gilbert gives us these notes 
from the best trained reporters and 
analysts in America. (1) From New 
York: Juvenile crimes have hit an all- 
time high. Girls from ten to fourteen 
years of age are flocking through the 
police courts by the thousands. There 
are twice as many girls in jail today 
as there were at any time previously, 
of which we have record. (2) Illinois: 
The state has been swept by a wave of 
illegitimacy. In one high school of 300, 
twenty girls are expectant mothers. In 
one city with a high school population 
of 4,000, more than 1,000 girls are re- 
ported to be diseased, another 500 are 
expectant mothers. (3) California: 
Thrill-thirsty bands of young girls are 
prowling the streets of the leading 
cities every night. They prefer soldiers, 
but they are on the march for im- 


morality, regardless. They have adopt- 
ed the “eat, drink, and be merry, for 
tomorrow we may die” philosophy. 


Since Pearl Harbor: Teen-age girls 
lured into vice and immorality, 1,100,- 
000; afflicted with social disease, 300,- 
000; illegitimate offsprings, 75,000. We 
had in the U.S.A. in 1942, 210,000 
churches and 430,000 saloons. We now 
have 78,000,000 registered drinkers. 
Forty per cent of the crimes are 
caused by this drinking mob; and this 
drink-crime-bill costs $6,000,000 each 
year. Jesus said this would be one of 
the “signs of a dying age.” They will be

ING AND GIVING IN MARRIAGE, etc. 
Matt. 24:36-39. 

No wonder Roger Babson, the fam- 
ous statistician said, September 18, 
1942, “World Wars I and II have come 
about because the leading nations dur- 
ing the past fifty years have been try- 
ing to get along without God.” 

“Be not deceived; God is not 
mocked: for whatsoever a man sow- 
eth, that shall he also reap. For he 
that soweth to his flesh shall of the 
flesh reap corruption; but he that 
soweth to the Spirit shall of the Spirit 
reap life everlasting.” Gal. 6:7. “Even 
as I have seen, they that plow iniquity, 
and sow wickedness, reap the same,” 
Job 4:8. When a man or a nation sows 
bad seed, they may look to reap that 
or worse. The reason our nation is in 
such a dying condition is because of 
seed it has been sowing. God did not 
say that beer taverns, night clubs, 
honky-tonks, roadhouses, boose-dives, 
movies, etc., would exalt a nation, but 
he di dsay: “RIGHTEOUSNESS EX- 
ALTETH A NATION: BUT SIN IS 4 
REPROACH TO ANY PEOPLE,” Prov. 
14:34, 

An influential member of the Turk- 
ish cabinet introduced a bill in 1939 to 
prevent Turkish children under six- 
teen years of age from attending mov- 
ies in 1940. Canada and Australia 
barred about one hundred and fifty 
pictures which were shown in the 
U.S.A. The reason I am giving some 
of these back dates is to show the fact 
that the Nation (and even this age) 
didn’t get sick overnight, but it has 
been “dying daily.” 

The downward course of man soon 
proved a dying condition, as the Apos- 
tle Paul sets forth to the Romans, as

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Will You Choose the Temporal Way 
of Life or Will You Choose the 
Eternal Way?

After Naaman had been healed of 
his leprosy, he wanted to give Elisha 
a gift, but the prophet would receive 
none. His servant, Gehazi, however, 
coveted something for himself, and 
ran after Naaman. He received what 
he coveted, and also something he 
had not coveted—the leprosy of 
Naaman. 2 Kings 5:27. 

In these days of big money, many 
are becoming covetous. They covet 
filthy lucre and they are getting it, 
and in addition they are receiving an 
inward corruption more terrible than 
Gehazi’s outward corruption. 

Christ says to us, “Take heed, and 
beware of covetousness,” Luke 12:15, 
and the Apostle warns us that “no 
covetous man, who is an _ idolator, 
hath any inheritance in the kingdom 
of Christ and of God,” Eph. 5:5. 

Elisha’s mind and thought were on 
the eternal. He had been willing to 
leave all to obey the call of God, and 
he never regretted his decision. He 
coveted something unseen; not the 
mere outward clothing of the prophet 
Elijah, but the power of God that had 
accompanied his ministry. 

He was asking great things when he 
requested that the mantle of the 
mighty prophet might fall upon him. 
He coveted a blessed prophetic min- 
istry like that of Elijah, and God gave 
him the desire of his heart. 

There are but few coveting the 
mighty power of God and a prophet’s 
life and ministry. True, there are 
some who would like to have what 
they consider a prophet’s emoluments 
and a prophet’s name, but they shun 
the cross, the separation, the life of 
holiness, and the life of prayer, which 
are indispensable to the prophet of 
Jehovah, 

God called Saul of Tarsus to be His 
prophet. Did He offer him great fi- 
nancial compensation? No. He said, “I 
will shew him how great things he 
must suffer for my name’s sake,” Acts 
9:16. After his sight of the Crucified 
One, things seen (the things of the 
earth) no longer allured, but he 
pressed forward after the unseen— 
the unseen prize at the end of the race. 
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He was willing to keep his body under, 
and to be temperate in all things, as 
he pressed on for that unseen prize. 

The opportunity comes to every soul 
to choose between the seen—the 
things that sense desires, the things 
that gratify the flesh; and the unseen 
—the winning of the pleasure of the 
unseen Father, the winning of the 
“well done” of an unseen Captain, the 
winning of the approval of an unseen 
Shepherd who appreciates faithful- 
ness in the tending of His lambs and 
His sheep. 

The Master’s words “Feed my 
lambs; feed my sheep” are not only 
for Peter, but for the many. The un- 
seen Shepherd watches and appreci- 
ates the sacrifices of that faithful 
Sunday School teacher who feeds her 
flock in Scripture pastures, Sunday by 
Sunday. But there are many unfaith- 
ful undershepherds who think only of 
feeding themselves and _ clothing 
themselves with the wool of the sheep, 
and do not feed the flock. They will 
meet the judgment that will come up- 
on all unfaithful ones. The Master 
warns that all who fail to give meat in 
due season to His flock will have their 
portion with the hypocrites. But the 
faithful ones, who feed the flock, not 
for the sake of filthy lucre, not by 
constraint, but with willing hearts, for 
love of the Shepherd who laid down 
His life for them, will receive great 
reward. 

Things seen are only temporal. The 
things unseen are eternal. Do not 
grasp too tightly the seen, and lose 
forever the eternal. 

Joshua challenged Israel: “Choose 
you this day whom ye will serve,” 
Joshua 24:15. They could choose to 
serve the seen idols of Canaan, or 
they could choose to serve the unseen 
Lord of hosts. But in later days, Israel 
turned her back on the Lord of hosts, 
and worshiped calves of gold, and 
calves of gold are still a great attrac- 
tion to the many; they see no attrac- 
tion in Him who made Himself of no 
reputation, who was dispised and re- 
jected of men, who became poor to 
make others rich. They do not want 


to follow in the pathway of this un- 
seen Leader and Commander. 

Joshua, seeing Him who is invisible, 
having proved His faithfulness for 
many years, unattracted by the seen 
idols of Canaan, declared, “As for me 
and my house, we will serve the Lord.” 

You ask, “What attractions has the 
pathway of the Lord? Was there not 
untimely death for many of them? 
Were there not scourgings, mockings, 
persecutions, shipwrecks? Were there 
not terrible martyrdoms?” Yes. But 
listen to the most persecuted apostle’s 
testimony: “Our light affliction which 
is but for a moment, worketh for us a 
far more exceeding and eternal weight 
of glory.” 

If you could have visited him in his 
prison in Rome, you might have heard 
him say for himself and some of his 
fellow prisoners: “Hail to the cross! 
Hail to mocking! Hail to the scourg- 
ings! The eternal compensation are so 
wonderful and so glorious; and I 
know that these afflictions are work- 
ing to the end that we might receive 
eternal glory. We choose to serve our 
Christ. We choose to follow Him. We 
choose the unseen Christ, and glory in 
our privilege to share His cross.” 

A greater than Joshua puts the 
question to you, the One who bears 
the nail-prints in His hands and His 
feet, and in whose side there is a 
wound: “Will you choose the tem- 
poral? or will you choose the eternal?” 
Will you follow the God of this world, 
who offers you the temporal; or the 
Christ of Calvary, who offers you the 
eternal?

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THE APOSTOLIC UNITY 

Scripture: Acts 2. 

When Jesus Christ entered Jerusa- 
lem riding on a borrowed ass, there 
was not enough the multitudes could 
do for Him. Praising Him were un- 
counted throngs. When He died, these 
people faded away. One of His Chris- 
tophanies was to “about five hundred 
of the brethren,” 1 Cor. 15:6. However 
great was His former following, there 
were only 120 disciples faithfully 
gathered in the upper room on the 
Day of Pentecost. For this day the 
world had waited. The foundation had 
been laid—now there must be a struc- 
ture; there must be unity; there must 
be a reconciliation of the differences 
begun at the Tower of Babel (see last 
week’s article, From Babel to Pente- 
cost). 

Sixscore souls were gathered in 
singleness of purpose: the prayer of 
Jesus for apostolic unity (John 17:20- 
23) had become a reality. God can do 
anything with a unified people, as was 
proved by the early disciples of Chris- 
tianity. We find the phrase “with one 
accord”—which seems to have been 
very popular among the First-Century 
Christians—in Acts 2:1; 2:46; 4:24; 
5:12; 7:57; 8:6; 12:20; 15:25; 18:12, 
and 19:29. 

WIND AND FIRE 

“And suddenly there came a sound 
from heaven as of a rushing mighty 
wind, and it filled all the house where 
they were sitting. And there appeared 
unto them cloven tongues like as of 
fire, and it sat upon EACH OF THEM.” 
A sounding wind! Tongues like fire! 
Upon each of the 120! 

Like a shower of flame, the Holy 
Ghost descended upon the little group 
of worshippers—and they began to 
speak in TONGUES! What tongues? 
The tongues that were begun at Babel! 
Were the people skilled linguists? No! 
They spoke AS THE SPIRIT GAVE 
THEM UTTERANCE! Was it another 
sweep of Babylonian fire? It was not! 
This was the PENTECOSTAL FIRE! 
This was Babel’s remedy—it restored 
a measure of what had been lost at 
the tower of rebellion. In his Bible 
Cyclopaedia (Funk & Wagnalls Co.), 
A. R. Fausset writes: “Then ‘the mul- 
titude were confounded, because that 
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PENTECOST 


every man heard them speak in his 
own language; and they marvelled 
saying, Behold are not all these which 
speak Galileans? and how hear we 
every man in our own tongue wherein 
we were born, the wonderful works of 
God?’ This proves that as Babel 
brought as its penalty the confusion 
of tongues, so the Pentecostal gift on 
tongues symbolizes the reunion of the 
scattered nations.” 
CONFUSION 

And again there was confusion. But 
this was not like the confusion at 
Babel—there it was the speakers who 
were confounded, but here the speak- 
ers were perfectly coalescent and all 
of those that did not speak were con- 
founded. For weeks now, Jews from all 
parts of the known world had com- 
mingled in Jerusalem and now they 
came with running feet to see what 
new thing had been done. In utter be- 
wilderment every man heard his ver- 
nacular tongue spoken from the lips 
of some impassioned Galilean. Strange 
indeed! Very, very confusing. 

This cannot be explained phycho- 
logically, but must be understood in 
terms of supernaturalness. There is no 
verier truth than the sighing of a 
moving wind, bending boughs and fill- 
ing sails before it—making itself felt 
and known: while, seeing the matter 
it wafts and feeling its pleasant urg- 
ings, none has ever seen the wind. 
Neither is there any verier truth than 
the moving, brooding Holy Spirit, mys- 
tical and wondrous, in His seizure of 
mortal tongues, quickening mortal 
bodies, making Himself felt and 
known, working in a God-chosen pur- 
pose. One that has once been enrap- 
tured by the Spirit; one that has once 
spoken as the Spirit gave utterance; 
one that has felt His surging, wooing 
presence in One’s heart would as soon 
doubt the wind as to doubt the Spirit. 


TWO ARGUMENTS 

Sixscore men and women were flu- 
ently speaking languages they had 
never heard before. Let two arguments 
of tiie skeptic be settled here: 

(1) “I believe in the Holy Ghost, I 
also believe in the gift of tongues, but 
I do not believe that the unknown 
tongue is the only initial evidence of

this Baptism.” Those that declare this 
to be their position believe that upon 
reception of the Spirit some receive 
the gift of healing, some discernment, 
interpretation, etc. Please note: “And 
they were ALL filled with the Holy 
Ghost, and (still ALL, if you please) 
began to speak with other tongues...” 
If there were other manifestations to 
serve as the initial evidence, why 
were some not healing, or interpret- 
ing, or working miracles, etc.? Why did 


the entire group of 120 have only ONE } 


DEMONSTRATION? Because this has 
always been—and still is—the ONLY 
initial evidence that He has come; it 
is not until afterwards that ANY gift 
is given. He must testify! 

(2) “The Bible says that the people 
who heard their languages spoken 
were Jews (Acts 2:5), therefore, what 
they heard was really only various 
dialects of the Hebrew language.” This 
theory will not endure the facts. The 
children of Jacob were known by three 
names; viz., (a) Hebrews—Abraham 
was the first person to be called a He- 
brew; he lived immediately after the 
Babel incident and Hebrew was the 
LANGUAGE he spoke. Hebrew is still 
the true language of the Jews. (b) 
Israelites—This was their NATIONAL- 
ITY, and was used only when they 
were a nation. When the NATION of 
Israelites became subservient to cap- 
tor nation, they went by the name of 
(c) Jews—This was their RELIGIOUS 
name, because of Judaism: their wor- 
ship of Jehovah. When they were ex- 
iled from Israel, they spoke their cap- 
tor’s language instead of Hebrew but 
they steadfastly held to their Jewish 
religion—therefore, Jew became the 
most common name, until today “Jew” 
means anyone of Hebraic stock. In 
Esther 8:17, we find that Gentiles 
could become Jews, i.e., embrace Juda- 
ism. Thus a Jew is any person 
of any nation or any tongue that wor- 
ships Jehovah as God. It is noted that 
Rabbi D. Philipson, quoted in The Pop- 
ular and Critical Bible Encyclopaedia, 
page 953 of Vol. 2, agrees completely 
with this theory of Hebrew-Israelite- 
Jew. 

Then the Jews gathered at Jeru- 
salem were not children of Israel, or 
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speakers of the 
Hebrew language 
living in foreign 
lands, BUT THEY 
WERE THE FOR- 
EIGNERS THEM- 
SELVES, who had 
become proselytes 
to the Jewish re- 
ligion. They could 
not understand 
Hebrew but they 
DID “hear ... ev- 
ery man in our 
owntongue, 
WHEREIN WE 
WERE BORN.” 
Since a represen- 
tative was in Jerusalem “out of every 
nation under heaven,” it seems con- 
clusive that every language given at 
the Tower of Babel was reuttered on 
the Day of Pentecost—hallelujah! 


THE NATURE OF TONGUES 


When the disciples first spoke in 
tongues, it was in clear, precise, under- 
standable languages. Those gathered 
heard the gospel proclaimed in their 
own tongue, in their own sectional dia- 
lect. The speaking was not in unin- 
telligible, nonsensical gibberish, but 
they spoke words and sentences of 
proper grammatical structure: the 
syntax was accurate and the passages 
were connected. God has not yet 
stooped to repetitious and meaningless 
banality. Argot is not the language of 
the Spirit!—but, as on the Day of 
Pentecost, God does TO THIS DAY 
speak with the tongues of those em- 
powered with the Holy Ghost. (This 
will be discussed next week in Since 
Pentecost.) The unknown tongue is 
not the stammering of an excited soul, 
but is the mellifluous utterances of 
spiritual ecstasy. Mark this: When the 
Spirit speaks through you, it will be 
exalted praise or convicting exhorta- 
tion—it will not be in dead, pompous, 
monotonous, or pointless verbiage. 
When the Holy Ghost designs to speak 
through lips of flesh, it will be in 
praises as exalted and errorless as the 
language of the Bible, for He is the 
Author of it, too. AND THE HOLY 
GHOST DOES SPEAK TODAY. This is 
an indubitable fact! 

SPIRITUAL PRAISE 

Practically every authority you will 
consult on this subject agrees that the 
unknown tongue was and is. used 
chiefly for praise to God and edifica- 
tion of the speaker. The case was so 
during apostolic days. It is seldom 
hinted that tongues were used for any 
purpose other than rapturous praise. 
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At random, we choose three pooks 
from which to quote: 

(1) The International Standard 
Bible Encyclopaedia, Vol. 5, page 2996: 
“The speaker in a tongue addressed 
God in prayer, principally in the 
prayer of thanksgiving. The words so 
uttered were incomprehensible to the 
congregation, and even to the speak- 
er himself. Hdification, indeed, was 
gained by the speaker, but this was 
the edification of emotional exper- 
ience only. The words were spoken ‘in 
the Spirit’; ie., the ordinary faculties 
were suspended and the divine, spe- 
cifically Christian, element took con- 
trol, so that a condition of ecstasy was 
produced.” The author, Burton S. 
Easton, concludes his article: “A man 
who has never allowed his religious 
emotions to carry him away may well 
be in a high state of grace—but he has 
missed something, and something of 
very great value.” Mr. Easton also 
states that “a purely intellectual and 
ethical religion is rather a dreary 
thing.” 

(2) Fausset’s Bible Cyclopaedia, 
page 699: “Still praise, not teaching, 
was the invariable use made of the 
gift.” This article by Fausset—the en- 
tire book, really—is very good and any 
reader will do well to study it com- 
pletely. 

(3) The Westminister Dictionary 
of the Bible, page 612: “The gift of 
tongues was manifested in ecstatic or 
elevated praise of God, which was un- 
intelligible to man. The tongue was 
the organ of the Holy Spirit, and not 
of the person to whom the gift was 
given; and the words spoken were de- 
votional and not for the instruction of 
the church.” This is one of two theo- 
ries discussed concerning the nature 
of tongues. 

CONTINUATION OF TONGUES 

Scripture: Acts 8:4-25. 

Simon Magus (the sorcerer) was not 
endowed with spiritual discernment. 
His deviltry revealed nothing to him, 
for Satan cannot divulge spiritual 
things. It is not possible that he was 
fooled, for he was a magician and 
would not be susceptible to other per- 
former’s tricks and frauds. Yet he 
knew that the Samaritan had received 
the Holy Ghost and he desired Him, 
too. How did he know? Because there 
was visible and audible evidence of the 
infilling. That is still the purpose of 
tongues today. Men know that He has 
come... 

Scripture: Acts 10:34-48. 

Peter doubted. Although he had de- 
clared that the blessing was for the 


Gentiles (Acts 2:39) as well as for the 
Jews, that was in the Spirit, he was 
not at all eager to go to Cornelius to 
help him. But he went. He preached. 
While he preached, Cornelius and his 
family received the baptism of the 
Holy Ghost. Peter was convinced. 
What convinced him is clearly stated 
to be that he “heard them speak with 
tongues, and magnify God.” That is 
still the purpose of tongues today. Men 
know that He has come... 
HAVE TONGUES CEASED? 

Some believe that the use of tongues 
ceased sometime between 50 and 70 
A. D. That is not true, unless many of 
our most authoritative historians 
have agreed in error. The phenomena 
distributed to the early Christians 
were not spasmodic flare-ups of hys- 
teria, but have been a potent force in 
the church UNTO THIS DAY. Demon- 
stration of the Spirit has been noted 
in almost every church organization 
of any size since the Day of Pentecost. 
This heritage is the strength of the 
Church of God today. It has been al- 
most two millenniums since that first 
small group became Spirit~filled, and 
with their ignited souls, set the world 
ablaze for God. The fire still burns. 
There has been a recurrence of Pen- 
tecost.

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N.A. E REPORT 


The Rev. E. W. Mills, pastor of the 
West Northwood Baptist Church of 
London, Eng., today told the National 
Association of Evangelicals that the 
Bible-believing Christians of England 
have set in operation preliminary 
machinery for the organization of a 
national movement similar to the 
N.A.E. 

Such a trend, if followed in other 
lands, might foreshadow an evangel- 
ical world movement similar to the 
World Council of Churches, but ex- 
cluding those who have departed from 
the essentials of a Bibical view of the 
world, according to James DeForest 
Murch, of Cincinnati, editor of United 
Evangelical Action. 

Among specific targets of criticism 
of the N.A.E. has been the Federal 
Council of Churches, the leadership 
of which is largely in the control of 
religious modernism. 

Mr. Mills spoke on “The Un- 
searchable Riches of Christ.” “The 
church must evangelize its present 
opportunities,” he declared. “Think of 
the opportunities created by the 
breakdown of world systems and pol- 
icies. The bankruptcy of diplomats, 
politicians and social reformers before 
the problem of a sinful and selfish 
human nature is obvious.” 


Clyde W. Taylor, of Washington, D. 
C., secretary of the Eangelical Foreign 
Missions Association, disclosed that 
plans are ready for the establishment 
of associations of native churches in 
foreign lands on the same lines as 
N.A.E. “Except for a few fields,” he 
declared, “the existing field organiza- 
tions have been sponsored and con- 
trolled by those who have a strong 
inclination toward liberalism and in- 
stitutionalized social missionary work. 
The salvation of evangelical missions 
will depend on their ability to stand 
and work together.” 


Taylor told of the concern of evan- 
gelical missionaries in distant lands 
over political pressure by Roman 
Catholic forces. He reported: 

“Much concern is felt by our breth- 
ren in Puerto Rico over the efforts of 
the Catholic heirarchy to obtain con- 
trol in every branch of the local gov- 
ernment and the ease with which 
they are able to so influence the Pres- 
ident of the U.S.A. and his cabinet as 
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to secure the appointment of Roman 
Catholics for every vacancy. The lat- 
est struggle has been an effort to have 
religion (Roman Catholicism, of 
course) taught in the public schools 
in Puerto Rico. The entire Protestant 
group on the Island fought this and 
won. Now, pressure is being applied to 
secure the appointment of a Roman 
Catholic Commissioner of Education. 
The Island has always had a Protes- 
tant. Now unless there is intervention, 
the last Protestant on the governor’s 
staff will be eliminated and the de- 
cline of the Puerto Rican school sys- 
tem will set in. The brethren in Puerto 
Rico look to us for our prayerful sup- 
port and understanding in these 
struggles.” 

Taylor told of the tour of Latin 
American Republica which he recently 
completed in the company of Dr. Os- 
wald J. Smith, of Toronto, Can., and 
Dr. J. Elwin Wright, of Boston, in 
which they observed the present tac- 
tics of the Roman Catholic Church 
which Taylor designated as “the 
enemy of evangelical missions.” It be- 
came increasingly evident as the jour- 
ney progressed, he said, 


“That Rome is concentrating every 
effort on these republics to so control 
the political machinery that each re- 
public may be closed to the gospel. If 
the Catholics can only secure the ap- 
pointment of their man to a position 
in the government where he can con- 
trol the entrance of foreigners, they 
are delighted. They immediately close 
that land to Protestant missionaries 
as “enemies of the good-neighbor pol- 
icy.” Then they go further and stir up 
strife and hate in every locality where 
it is possible. Recently, Columbia had 
its first Protestant martyr (at least 
the first in many years) when a man 
was shot near Cucuta because he had 
turned evangelical. The reports you 
have heard about Mexico, have, if 
anything, understated the sufferings 
endured by the Protestants at the 
hands of fanatical clergy and people. 
Chapels and homes have _ been 
bombed and burned, many Christians 
murdered and the business of out- 
standing Protestants boycotted. The 
persecution continues in some rural 
areas. Yet, in the face of this, I heard 
no complaint. Rather, many said the 
persecution was a blessing. It was 





purifying the Church of Christ and 
many Catholics were turned to Christ. 
“In addition to foreign mission af- 
fairs, the Washington office has con- 
tinued to serve the numerous mem- 
bers and commissions of the N.A.E. in 
their affairs at the Nation’s Capital. 
An effort has been made to keep a 
watchful eye on legislation but the 
lack of time and staff has prevented 
the thorough accomplishment of this. 
With assistance, it is our belief that a 
very important ministry could be per- 
formed in this field on behalf of all 
our members. In spite of inadequate ‘ 
staff, many legislative matters were 
closely watched and in several cases 
word has been sent out through the 4 
pages of the N.A.E, regarding current | 
legislation. This year several bills have 
been successfully handled. The educa- 
tion bills that not only threatened 
states’ rights in education but would 
have enabled the Catholic Church to 
secure the subsidizing of some of its 
parochial schools, were completely de- 
feated in the committee. The Petrillo 
Bill just recently passed was checked 
in the interest of gospel broadcasting 
and its author assured us that it was 
intended to free gospel broadcasting, 
along with all others concerned, from 
the malicious practices that have 
been imposed on broadcasters.”

Sometime ago, I read of an Indian 
who had become a Christian, and 
later a minister of the gospel among 
his people. And then one day a white 
missionary, a young man, came into 
his section of the country to do some 
missionary work among the Indians. 
Hearing of the earnest Indian Chris- 
tian minister, the missionary sought 
him out and asked his cooperation. 

“My friend, I pledge you my invis- 
ible shoulder,” was the Indian’s reply. 

We have no doubt that the mission- 
ary was very glad for this kind of help, 
and that many ministers today would 
welcome much of it, also. This brings 
up the thought that if “invisible 
shoulders’—the “shoulders” which 
loyally, though often unnoticed, help 
the ministers of God to bear their 
burdens— are so necessary and useful, 
who is to provide them? 

Of course, we may have heard of 
that old lady who was always in her 
place at church, rain, snow, or sun- 
shine, and who was such an inspira- 
tion to the young preacher. That 
is, she became an inspiration after 
he realized her true worth. As the 
story goes, the young man was just 
fresh from the seminary, had a rather 
high opinion of his oratorical abilities, 
and tried hard to impress his hearers. 
Then one day, a notorious old sinner 
came forward and confessed Christ, 
to the delight and secret elation of 
the preacher. 

“My good man,” he asked later, “I’m 
so very glad you accepted the Lord 
under my ministry, but would you 
mind telling me just what it was in 
my sermon that brought conviction 
into your heart?” 

“Nothing that you said did it, young 
man,” the convert answered. “It was 
the face of that old lady, Mrs.——, 
who sat two seats from me. I decided 
I wanted what she has, and that 
made me come to Christ.” 

Later, the minister, somewhat hum- 
bled, cultivated the friendship of the 
humble old lady. She became indeed 
one of his “invisible shoulders.” Often 
he went to her home and received 
much spiritual help and wise counsel, 
but, best of all, the assurance of her 
prayers for him and his work for the 
Lord. 

“She became a great pillar in my

And what is finer than to see a few 
faithful, loyal, dependable young folks 
at work for their Lord in the church? 
Nor may ‘we forget those faithful 
“shoulders” that carry on the ladies’ 
aid and like duties, unnoticed and un- 
praised. 


It is a privilege to be an “invisible 
shoulder,” and the most faithful are 
those who really prefer the invisible 
part.

above the hills; and all nations shall 
flow into it.” 

What was the new name God’s 
house or church was called in St. John
